The salvation to the Investers was to 
extend the life of the field as long as 
possible.

It bespeaks capable man- 
agement. In large part it is also due to 
the fact that manufacturing in this pro- 
vince has developed mainly along the line 
of turning local raw materials into goods | 
for which there is a steady local demand.

That need not necessarily block the 
project. The returned men who wish to 
start the colony might secure incorpora- 
tion as a joint stock company. Then, any 
others who wished to get a similar mea- 
sure of help would have to also secure in- 
corporation, and assume a measure of re- 
sponsibility for each other and for the 
whole enterprise.

TARDY IN PAYING 

The concensus of opinion expressed
